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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Once again, our cooperative town and state forest fire prevention and control program leads the 
nation in least acres burned per forest fire. Less than one-half acre per fire statewide average. 


At the town level, your Forest Fire Warden is responsible for the prevention and control of all 
grass and woods fires when the ground is not snow covered. 


Forest fire prevention is achieved at the town level by issuing a written permit for every fire that 
is to be kindled on the ground out of doors when the ground is not covered with snow. Each person 
wishing to have an outside fire must obtain this written permit from the town Fire Warden before 
kindling the fire. Any person that does not obtain a fire permit, when one is required, is violating 
our forest fire permit law and is subject to a court appearance and could be fined up to $1,000 and 
receive a jail sentence of up to one year. 


No fire permit will be issued between 9:00 a.m. and 5:00 p.m. unless it is raining. The reason for 
this is twofold: the fire danger increases steadily between 9:00 a.m. and 2:00 p.m., then subsides to 
a safe level between 2:00 p.m. and 5:00 p.m. This happens because the sun dries out the fine fuels 
that are easily ignited and dries the air which permits rapid fire spread. Also during this part of 
the day fire fighters are not readily available in most communities so an escaped fire could burn 
longer and cause greater damage before being suppressed. 


Your cooperation in burning only when conditions are safe is greatly appreciated. 
As Smokey says, “Remember, Only You Can Prevent Forest Fires!”

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


My first Annual Report to the SAU #35 community is a pleasurable 
task. As might be expected, I embarked on this, my first superintendency 
with somewhat mixed feelings: doubt as well as confidence in myself, appre 
hension as well as enthusiasm for the job to be done. Now that the year 
is more than half over, however, I look back with satisfaction on the suc- 
cesses that have been realized, the difficulties that have been surmounted, 
and the problems we continue to work on, optimistic that solutions will be 
found. 

The SAU #35 Board, composed of thirty-two School Board members repre- 
senting the towns of Bethlehem, Easton, Franconia, Landaff, Lisbon, Lyman, 
Littleton, and Sugar Hill have collectively and individually provided the 
atmosphere for me to develop in the role of educational leader, and to feel 
the reward of accomplishment. These fine and dedicated citizens, with no 
interest other than providing the best education possible for the children 
of SAU #35, have given me the advice, support, respect (whether agreeing 
or disagreeing with my ideas) and friendship which is vital to a collabor- 
ative effort. I thank them and look forward to many more years working 
with them. 

The SAU #35 Management Team is composed of: Principals Tony Simone 
(Bethlehem), Tom Listzwan (Lafayette), Glenn Stillings (Lisbon), Paul 
Moccia (Lakeway), George Pasichuke (Littleton High School), Steve North 
(Profile), and Assistant Principals Rita Besaw (Lisbon), and Dave Machell 
(Littleton); Vocational Director Jonathan Freeman, Jeanette Mann (Chapter 
One Coordinator); Bruce Moore (Business Manager) and myself. Through our 
collaborative and individual endeavors, the Team has kept up the SAU #35 
tradition of providing a strong academic education in a caring, responsive 
atmosphere. My visits to 33 classrooms throughout the six districts have 
provided evidence of this. Monthly meetings of the Management Team, at 
which the exchange of ideas, mutual support, mutual constructive criticism, 
and cooperative planning have clarified our goals and enhanced ‘our efforts, 

The professional classroom teachers and support staff who make our 
schools possible are cause for pride and gratitude. In addition to the 
excellence I have seen in the classrooms, their dedication has been obvious 
to me, in very specific ways. Whether it be working several hours a week 
after school on a new math curriculum, voluntarily providing assistance to 
principals in checking heads for pediculosis, or enrolling in computer 
courses to enhance their curricular offerings, examples abound of teacher 
commitment and caring. 

Bruce Moore, SAU #35 Business Administrator, and his staff have put 
in another marathon year of providing financial and other business services 
to all six districts. Six local district budgets and the SAU #35 budget, 
totalling near 6 million dollars, took shape under Bruce's direction and in 
collaboration with principals and the superintendent. Three separate sal- 
ary agreements were successfully negotiated and approved by their respect- 
ive boards and teacher groups. The amount of research, computation, and 
document preparation that goes in to providing those services is consider- 
able. Bruce and his staff have provided "service with a smile" throughout. 
They have been especially cooperative and patient with a new superinten- 
dent's unceasing questions. 
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Jeanette Mann, our Chapter One Coordinator, and her staff of tutors 
and resource people have again provided vital services in remedial reading 
and math to over 100 SAU #35 students. In addition, the Chapter One pro- 
gram has provided classroom teachers with valuable assistance in the 
understanding of and planning for remedial instruction. 

Finally, our newly organized) office provides efficient, courteous 
service to all our SAU #35 clientele. To Bonnie McKinnon, Laura-Beth 
Ramsey, Nancy McKee, Sandy Stone, Joanie Thompson, Karen Chase, and 
Lorraine DiMauro, thanks for being there with the answers and for that ex- 
tra effort that makes things run smoothly.

Fall physicals were conducted as usual by E.B. McGregor, M.D. with 
notification to parents of any problems. All students were weighed, meas- 
ured and blood pressure taken. 


Audio and visual screenings were done for all students and notices 
were sent home if problems were found. 


The state sponsored Fluoride Rinse Program continues at the Landaff 
Blue School. Each fall hygienists from the State of New Hampshire Bureau 
of Dental Health conducts a survey of the children's mouths and presents 
an educational dental health program. The students brush and floss daily 
and rinse weekly with fluoride. 


Pre-school vision and hearing clinic were held in October sponsored 
by the state. Referrals were made for children who needed further evalua- 
tion. The Lisbon Lions Club and their wives again assisted and supported 
this program and we are most grateful. 


I would like to tkae this opportunity to thank the students, staff 
and parents for their assistance during the year.
